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PC  begins  99th  session  with  an  overflow 

registration  of  504  men  and  420  women 

from  23  states  and  three  foreign  countries. 


Record  925  students  enroll  this  fall 


Long-range  projections  years  ago  set 
Presbyterian  College's  1980  student 
body  at  900,  and  this  fall  the  enrollment 
moved  across  that  figure  for  the  first 
timein  reaching  925. 

The  record  registration  topped  last 
year's  previous  high  of  896,  an  increase 
of  almost  4  percent.  The  number  of 
men  students  rose  to  505;  and  women, 
to  420  as  PC  maintained  its  congenial 
55%-45%  ratio. 

Students  began  the  1979-80  session 
packed  into  every  available  space.  In 
addition  to  utilizing  the  overflow 
facilities  for  men  in  old  Doyle  Infirmary 
and  for  women  on  the  fourth  floor  of 
Clinton  Hall,  the  college  has  six  women 
housed  temporarily  in  Douglas  House 
guest  rooms  and  four  with  a  nearby 
Clinton  family. 

The  admissions  office,  for  the  third 
straight  year,  brought  in  a  larger-than- 
normal  first-year  class.  Freshmen 
entering  PC  this  fall  numbered  284 
(147  men  and  137  women),  drawn  from 
among  768  applicants.  The  college 
accepted  76  percent  of  those  applying 
and  enrolled  49  percent  of  the  accepted 
group.  In  addition,  34  transfer

students  arrived  to  add  to  the  new- 
student  total. 

College  Board  scores  of  the  freshman 
class  were  up  again  this  year,  and  high 
school  grades  on  academic  work 
averaged  a  solid  "B." 

Overall  enrollment  statistics  indicate 
that  23  states  and  three  foreign 
countries  are  represented  in  the  present 
student  body.  South  Carolina  leads  in 
supplying  460  students,  while  Georgia 
runs  second  with  297.  Together,  these 
two  states  (whose  Presbyterian  churches 
hold  official  affiliation  with  PC)  provide 
approximately  80  percent  of  the 
current  student  body.  Florida,  with  58 
students,  is  third,  followed  by  North 
Carolina's  44. 

Other  states  represented  at  the 
college  are:  Pennsylvania,  9;  Alabama, 
8;  Virginia,  7;  Tennessee  and  New  York, 
6  each;  New  Jersey,  5;  Ohio,  3; 
California,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kentucky, 
Maryland  and  Mississippi,  2  each;  and 
1  each  from  Connecticut,  District  of 
Columbia,  Missouri,  Oklahoma,  Rhode 
Island  and  West  Virginia.  In  addition, 
Japan  has  sent  2  students  to  PC;  Ghana, 
1;  and  Srilanka,  1.

Earlier  Waiting  List  Expected 

Reservations  deposits  for  next  year  run 
even  higher  than  last  fall  at  this  time, 
according  to  Admissions  Director  Bill 
Jackson.  This  fact  and  the  prospects  of 
less  available  dormitory  space  because 
of  a  smaller  graduating  class  suggest 
that  waiting  lists  for  both  men  and 
women  will  be  established  earlier  than 
for  the  1979  session. 

Jackson  urges  the  soonest  possible 
application  by  candidates  for  1980-81  — 
PC's  100th  academic  year.  He  is  es- 
pecially concerned  that  students  who 
want  to  compete  for  one  of  PC's 
attractive  academic  scholarships  be 
aware  the  application  deadline  for 
these  grants  is  December  1. 


Three  PC  boards

The  board  of  visitors — composed  of 
business,  professional  and  church 
leaders  who  serve  in  an  advisory 
capacity— will  assemble  on  campus  for 
its  annual  meeting  on  October  11-12. 
H.  Graham  Reynolds  of  Trenton  serves 
as  chairman  of  this  140-member  group. 

PC's  Alumni  Association  board  of 
directors  has  a  limited  session  set  for 
October  20,  the  morning  of  Home- 
coming, under  the  leadership  of  Lynn 
W.  Cooper,  Jr.  '56  of  Clinton.  Its  29 
members  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

And  the  governing  board  of  trustees, 
with  Robert  M.  Vance  of  Clinton  as 
chairman,  will  return  to  the  campus  for 
its  two-day  fall  meeting  on  October 
24-25.  This  34-member  board  also  meets 
annually  in  March.

The  major  Homecoming  awards  this 
year  will  go  to  Dr.  Anne  Austin  Young 
'10  of  Anderson,  former  President 
Marc  C.  Weersing  (Hon.  '79)  and  Dr. 
Thomas  M.  Leiand  '66  of  Charleston. 

They  will  be  honored  at  the  annual 
Alumni  Association  program,  starting 
at  1  p.m.  in  Templeton  Physical 
Education  Center.  Alumni  President 
Lynn  W.  Cooper,  Jr.  '56  of  Clinton 
will  preside. 

Dr.  Young,. one  of  the  nation's 
pioneer  women  doctors  who  continues 
to  practice  medicine  at  age  87,  will 
receive  the  Alumni  Cold  P  Award.  Her 
contributions  to  humanity  cover  some 
58  years  and  include  the  delivery  of 
more  than  9,500  babies.  Her  affiliation 
with  Anderson  Memorial  Hospital  in 
the  practice  of  obstetrics  and 
gynecology  dates  back  to  1918. 

The  alumni  board  selected  Dr. 
Weersing  for  the  1979  Alumni  Service 
Award  in  recognition  of  his  16  notable 


years  as  PC  chief  executive.  He  joined 
the  alumni  ranks  on  the  strength  of 
an  honorary  doctor  of  humanities 
degree  bestowed  last  May  at  his  final 
Commencement  as  president.  While 
many  previous  honors  underscore 
Marc  Weersing's  accomplishments  here, 
the  Homecoming  award  is  the  Alumni 
Association's  official  way  of  expressing 
appreciation. 

Dr.  Tom  Leiand  becomes  the  eighth 
recipient  of  the  Outstanding  Young 
Alumnus  Award,  which  cites  an 
alumnus  under  36  "for  early  com- 
petence in  the  chosen  field  of  endeavor 
and  exceptional  promise  of  future 
achievement."  He  is  now  in  the  private 
practice  of  ophthalmology  as  a  partner 
in  Charleston  Eye  Associates.  He  earned 
his  PhD  (at  25)  before  acquiring  his 
medical  specialty,  is  widely  published 
and  has  received  numerous 
research  awards.

Sports  writers  termed  it  "the  Southern 
Conference  massacre." 

And  after  PC's  back-to-back  hatchet 
job  on  the  Citadel  and  Furman,  pre- 
season favorites  to  win  the  title  of  that 
major  conference,  Blue  Hose  coaches 
and  players  facetiously  laid  claim  to  the 
league  championship. 

The  convincing  victories  on  the 
opponents'  home  fields  also  propelled 
Presbyterian  to  sixth  place  nationally  in 
the  NAIA  rankings. 

While  enjoying  the  applause,  Cally 
Gault  now  focuses  his  attention  on  the 
NAIA  road  ahead — where  trouble  lurks 


every  weekend.  For  example,  Lenoir 
Rhyne  and  Wofford  round  out 
September.  It  may  not  seem  as 
formidable,  but  the  SAC-8  is  considered 
perhaps  the  fastest  small-college 
conference  in  the  country. 

The  record  books  shows  the  opening 
triumphs  of  21-13  over  the  Citadel  and 
17-10  over  Furman  may  represent  the 
best  start  ever  for  a  PC  football  season. 
They  were  fashioned  by  a  team  well- 
balanced  offensively  and  defensively. 

The  PC  offense  accumulated 
almost  700  yards  from 
scrimmage  in  the  two  games.  Quarter-

back  Jimmy  Spence,  with  66  percent 
accuracy,  hit  on  21  of  32  passes  for 
310  yards — mainly  to  ends  Jesse  Cason 
and  Danny  Thornton.  Clayton  Burke 
topped  100  yards  each  Saturday  in 
rushing  for  a  total  217  yards  in  56 
carries — much  of  it  behind  tackle  Roy 
Walker.  And  Willie  Mason  added  a  98- 
yard  kickoff  return  against  Furman. 

Defensively,  the  big  honors  went  to 
end  Jim  McCoun,  middle  guard  Joe 
Grant  and  a  defensive  secondary 
(Heyward  Fllnton,  Willie  Cooper, 
Erskine  Reed  and  Hal  Brannen)  that 
intercepted  five  passes  by  a  Furman 
quarterback  who  lost  only  six  all  of  last 
year  when  he  ranked  as  an 
NCAA  leader. 

South  Carolina  sport  writers  took 
special  note  of  their  work  in  these  two 
games  by  choosing  for  state  honors: 
Spence,  offensive  back-of-the-week. 
Walker,  offensive  lineman-of-the-week; 
and  Hinton,  defensive  back-of- 
the  week.  And  as  a  final  accolade, 
one  writer  reminded  that  PC  provides 
only  25  football  grants  compared  to  95 
for  the  Citadel  and  50  for  Furman. 


Fast-paced    Annual  Giving   hits     $162^432 


Moving  at  its  fastest  pace  ever.  Annual  Giving  by 
late  September  had  reached  $162,432  on  the  strength 
of  gifts  from  1,282  alumni,  parents  and  friends. 

That  total  is  well  over  half-way  to  the  $285,000 
goal  for  1979.  It  represents  a  12  percent  increase 
over  this  time  last  year,  when  PC  broke  all  previous 


records.   Annual   giving   figures   have   been   accel- 
erating even  more  dramatically  this  September  and 
suggest  still  greater  participation  during  the  always 
productive  final  quarter  of  the  year.

Sam  Cooper  joins 
staff  as  chaplain 

Arriving  as  new  college  chaplain  in 
mid-October  will  be  the  Rev.  Samuel 
M.  Cooper,  present  pastor  of  the 
Clio  (S.C.)  and  Carolina  Presbyterian 
churches. 

He  fills  a  position  which  has  as  its 
main  responsibilities  the  pastoral  care  of 
PC  students,  guidance  for  campus 
religious  groups  and  the  Student 
Volunteer  Services  program,  promotion 
of  church-related  vocations  and 
cooperation  in  functions  which 
relate  the  college  to  the  Synod's 
ministers  and  youth  programs. 

During  his  three  years  at  Clio,  the 
28-year-old  Cooper  has  been  deeply 
involved  in  local  and  presbytery  youth 
activities  as  well  as  in  civic  work. 
His  background  also  includes  a  year 
as  student  minister  at  the  Hickory 
(N.C.)  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

A  Greenwood  native,  Sam  Cooper 
received  his  BA  degree  in  1972  from 
Erskine  College,  where  he  was 
president  of  the  student  body  and 
received  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan 
Award.  He  then  went  on  to  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary  to  earn  his 
master  of  divinity  degree.  His  wife  is  the 
former  Lily  Patterson,  daughter  of 
South  Carolina  Presbytery  stated  clerk 
Palmer  Patterson. 

In  announcing  the  appointment, 
PC  President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  said: 

"Sam  Cooper  is  a  person  with 
great  potential  who  has  been  well- 
received  in  his  previous  endeavors.  He 
has  a  good  rapport  with  students  and 
should  prove  a  real  asset  to  our 
campus."

A  variety  of  PC  gift  opportunities 


The  opportunities  for  making  tax- 
deductible  gifts  to  Presbyterian 
College  fall  generally  into  three  main 
categories  designed  to  meet  individual 
requirements  of  donors  as  well  as 
college  needs.  Many  alumni  and 
friends  participate  in  more  than  one 
area  of  PC  support  as  suggested  in 
these  categories: 

ANNUAL  GIVING 
This  continuous  program,  year  after 
year,  seeks  funds  primarily  for  such 
basic  operational  needs  as  student 
financial  aid,  faculty  salaries,  library 
books  and  departmental  equipment. 
It  is  vital  to  balancing  the  budget  and 
maintaining  the  program. 

CAPITAL  GIFTS 

These  contributions  are  designed 
primarily  for  endowment  and  plant. 
They  come  from  individuals,  organi- 
zations, corporations  and  foundations — 
often  for  larger  amounts.  In  addition 
to  seeking  capital  gifts  on  a  regular 


basis,  PC  periodically  engages  in  a 
strongly  motivated  capital  funds 
campaign  which  focuses  special 
attention  on  major  needs.  Our  Second 
Century  Fund  drive  is  an  example  of 
the  scheduled,  intensive  effort. 

DEFERRED  GIFTS 

Presbyterian  is  one  of  a  few  colleges 
in  the  Southeast  today  offering  plans  in 
all  three  types  of  charitable  trusts: 
Charitable  Remainder  Unitrusts, 
Charitable  Remainder  Annuity  Trusts 
and  Life  Income  Contracts  (Pooled 
Fund). 

They  offer  imaginative  estate  planning 
which  provides  guaranteed  income  to 
donors  during  their  lifetimes.  At  the 
same  time,  they  make  possible 
substantial  savings  on  estate  taxes 
and  offer  donors  the  satisfaction  of 
seeing  what  their  support  will  mean 
to  the  long-range  future  of  PC.  This 
category  also  includes  insurance 
programs  and  life  estates.  Many  people 
use  deferred  gifts  to  set  up  memorials.
